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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -3, 7-1 6, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , line 9, the phrase "the aluminum oxide layer" lacks clear antecedent 
basis. No aluminum oxide layer has been previously recited. Therefore limitation cannot 
be understood. 

Claims 13 and 22, line 3, the phrase "hydrogen radical" renders claims indefinite 
because in claims 14 and 23, the hydrogen radical containing polymers polyvinyl 
alcohol, polyvinyl alcohol-co-ethylene), cellulose and starch are recited. None of these 
recited polymers has hydrogen radical(s). 

Line 4, the phrase "a hydrolysate thereof and a polymers thereof cannot be 
understood. Hydrolyzate of what? Does applicant trying to claim hydrolysate of a metal 
alkoxide or both of hydrogen radical-containing polymer compound and metal alkoxide? 
Clarification and/or correction requested. Polymers of what? Does applicant trying to 
claim polymer of a metal alkoxide or both of hydrogen radical-containing polymer 
compound and metal alkoxide? Clarification and/or correction requested. 

Applicants are requested to change phrase "a substrate" to the phrase - a film 
substrate -- in line 1 of claims 1 and 17 for better reading. 
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3. Claims 1 7, 1 9-21 and 25 are allowed.

4. Claim 24 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 -3, 7-16, 22 and 23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
